As harvest is getting under 
wav prospects for an excellent 
harvest prevail. Frequent show 
era during the past tv>o weeks 
have greatly improved the out¬ 
look for heavy yields, the onlv 
thine that has suffered from 
the rains is the hav crop, seo- 
ond cutting of which has lieen 
laying now fcr two weeks or 
more, never getting quite dry 
enough to 1)0 stacked. A light 
shower here Wednesday did not 
stop field work. hut. north of 
here near Wilson a cloudburst 
with some hail made the roads 
run with water. N n damage to 
grain unless it was ripened 
wheat waiting for the combine 
would have resulted from the 
heavy downpour which lasted 
about half an hour. 

Grain delivered so far to el¬ 
evators has weighed 68 pounds 
to the bushel and graded No. t 
and it is expected that some ex¬ 
ceptionally heavy yields will be 
taken off. especially in the ridge 
country south of town, where 
moisture has been so heavy 
that lodging has taken place in 


some fields and some acres mav 
bp difficult to harvest. North of 
town where the moisture has 
not been quite so heavy fields 
are ripening rapidly and combin 
ing will be general in another 
week. Binders are being used 
in many fields and where this 
is being done, it is under wav 
now. So far as we have been 
able to learn there is no damage 
this year from wheat stem saw- 
flv and fields are being closelv 
watched. 

Feeders are busy lining up 
feeding stock and prices are 
high, $40 to $50 being paid for 
those being bought to date, 
manv of them coming from D>e 
short grass country to the east. 
Bc 2 ts look like a good crop de¬ 
spite thp web worm atacks e**** 1 
ic r in the season. Fields are 
uniform in stand, good color 
and are filling out rapidly now. 
Water, again will be a problem 
with the low flow in the river 
and the demand of beets for a 
great deal of water during the 
ripening process.
